School will transform into rock 


academy for live Kasabian show

ROCK band Kasabian will play at 
Burnt Mill Academy after the 
school won a quirky Absolute 
Radio competition this week. 

For winning the BrekFest con¬ 
test on Monday, the secondary in 
First Avenue, Harlow, will also 
receive a makeover from Wickes 
and Christian O’Connell will 
present the station’s breakfast 
show there. 

The Leicester rockers, known 
for their hits Fire and Underdog, 
will perform live in the school hall 
as part of the show’s broadcast. 

To win the competition, four 


students sang a parody of the Kas¬ 
abian song Club Foot, with lyrics 
changed to convince O’Connell to 
choose the school. 

Competition entrant Adam 
Smith, media officer of the Burnt 
Mill Academy Trust, said stu¬ 
dents are excited to get to see the 
band play some time in the sum¬ 
mer term. 

Nuts 

He said: “It’s nuts. 1 have not 
said too much about it as 1 did not 
want to get everyone’s hopes up 
but we have only gone and won 
it. 

“1 explained the town had lost 
its music venue [in The Square] 


and 1 would like to replicate some 
of that in the school hall. 1 got a 
phone call saying we had been 
shortlisted. 

“[For the final] we had to cover 
a Kasabian song. We could choose 
any song and we went for a clas¬ 
sic.” 

In January Harlow’s best- 
known music venue The Square, 
in Fourth Avenue, closed but Mr 
Smith hopes Burnt Mill’s hall can 
continue its legacy. 

Kasabian will be among the 
first people to perform in the 
school’s modified hall. 

Mr Smith said: “Someone aler¬ 
ted me to the competition [Brek¬ 
Fest] which they have been 


running for a few years and last 
year they did it in someone’s 
garden, but this time they wanted 
to open it to venues. 

“1 put a pitch together. There 
have been talks about us using 
Burnt Mill school hall as a centre 
for something to happen after The 
Square closed. 

“There were close links 
between the two (Mr Smith hav¬ 
ing worked for both). 

“If we can open the space, there 
is no reason why it should not be a 
community venue. 

“The school has purchased the 
PA and lighting equipment from 
The Square and that was being 
installed over Easter.”

Here, the newsroom’s youngest 
reporter, Conor Gogarty, 
explains why he feels it’s 
now more vital than ever 
for the young to make 
their voices heard. 

A s A 23-year-old man, I 
don’t struggle to think 
of things about Britain 
which 1 would like to 
see change. 

Young people haven’t always 
benefited from policies 
introduced in recent years, not 
least last year’s decision to 
restrict the National Living 
, Wage to those older than 24. 

The reductions in housing 
benefits for 18 to 21-year-olds 
I has only made things harder 
for the young, most of whom 
can expect to become a 
' homeowner by approximately 
2674. 

There have been funding cuts 
for disabled students in higher 
education, and who doesn’t 
remember Nick Clegg’s 
infamous backtrack on his 
pledge to block a rise in tuition

fees? Some might argue that in 
the midst of all this, young 
people should be falling over 
each other to cast their ballots in 
favour of the candidates they 
believe can bring about a 
change. 

But equally, it is not hard to 
see why broken promises like 
Clegg’s might have 
disenfranchised young people 
from politics. 

Voter turnouts at recent 
elections seem to show this is 
what has happened, with the 75.4 
per cent of 18 to 24s who voted in 
1992 dropping to 44.3 per cent by 
2015. 

The same age group was better 
represented in the EU 
referendum last year at 64 per 
cent - only 8 per cent below the 
national average. 

Granted, those were more

encouraging figures. But given 
that 75 per cent of young 
people wanted to remain in 
the EU according to YouGov, if a 
higher proportion had voted 
the result could well have been 
different. 

Ahead of this year’s general 
election, the youth demographic 
could be forgiven for feeling a 
little despondent at their options. 

Labour is in such disarray 
that Diane Abbott has bungled 
her way into the shadow cabinet, 
despite appearing to believe a 
police officer’s annual wage 
should be roughly equivalent to 
the price of three Happy Meals. 

Theresa May seems to have 
been told to banish words other 
than ‘strong’ and ‘stable’ from 
her vocabulary, like a citizen of 
an Orwellian dystopia.

engaged in the tidal wave of 
memos inspired by her inability 
to eat a chip like a normal 
human being. 

Then there is Tim Farron of 
the Lib Dems, who has 
repeatedly shown his reluctance 
to say he does not have a 
problem with gay sex. 

Issues which affect the young, 
like housing benefit, haven’t 
featured heavily in parties’ pre¬ 
election campaigns. But then 
why would politicians pander to 
us if we’re not voting? 

Until we do in greater number, 
our issues are always going to be 
less of a priority than pensions. 

Parties’ apathy to the young 
has led to disenfranchisement, 
which has only entrenched the 
apathy. 

Let’s break the cycle. 


Tory says he will campaign to make sure ^Brexit means Brexit’ 


ROBERT Halfon launched his 
campaign to be re-elected as Harlow 
MP by pledging to make sure “Brexit 
means Brexit”. 

The Conservative candidate for the 
general election spoke to press on 
Monday, May 8, by the A414 into 
Harlow, a common rallying spot in his 
two previous election wins. 

A few days after his party won all 


four Harlow seats at Essex County 
Council, Mr Halfon said: “There is a 
long way to go. Brexit is a key part of 
the campaign. 1 made a promise after 
the EU referendum that 1 would do 
everything possible in my power to 
make that happen. 

“[Prime minister] Theresa May will 
bring strong and stable leadership 
against the chaos of Labour.”

He added: “We need new housing 
and we need new roads and 
infrastructure. The Enterprise Zone 
will bring jobs and will lead more 
housing and prosperity. Protecting the 
NHS is a key priority. 1 will work to 
get more money. We need a new 
hospital in Harlow and 1 have 
campaigned hard for that.” 

On crime, Mr Halfon said: “Crime 
is falling in Harlow but we do need 
more police. Essex Police are putting 
more work into cutting crime and 1 


want to see more of that.” 

Conservative Party supporters and 
Tory members of Harlow Council held 
signs to attract passing motorists. 

Mr Halfon arrived on his campaign 
battlebus which blasts out campaign 
slogans and Rocky 111 theme tune Eye 
of the Tiger through a PA system. 

He is one of four candidates to 
announce they are standing in 
Harlow on Thursday, June 8 alongside 
Phil Waite (Labour), Geoff Seeff (Lib 
Dem) and Hannah Clare (Green).

Candidate highlights community issues

LABOUR candidate Phil Waite 
feels issues beyond Brexit will 
win him the bell-weather Harlow 
seat in the General Election. 

The Harlow Council member 
described himself as a Labourite, 
rather than specifically a Corbyn- 
ite, and said if the party win Har¬ 
low they will almost certainly 
take a majority in Parliament. 

Last week Labour lost three 
Harlow seats on Essex County 
Council to the Tories but Mr 
Waite is confident of his chances 
in the vote on Thursday, June 8. 

He said: “It was a difficult night 
for our great candidates. There 
are a number of reasons for that, 
UKIP did not enter any candidates 
so the Brexit voters may have 
backed the Tories instead. 

“The Labour vote stood up very 
well. The General Election will be 
different and it’s clear that it is 
not just about Brexit. People have 
spoken about the NHS, housing 
and crime.” 

Mr Waite explained five pledges 
he made for his potential term in 
office, the first one being crime in 
the community. 

“It’s about reintroducing com¬ 


munity police units and police 
officers,” he said. “Anti-social 
behaviour is a problem.” 

An article sharing Labour’s 
pledge to put 10,000 extra police on 
the streets was re-tweeted by Mr 
Waite, who commented: “I will 
fight tooth and nail to deliver this 
policy in Harlow and villages.” 

On the NHS and social care, his 
second pledge, Mr Waite said: “It 
is a disgrace the government can 
make all the excuses they like 
when they have underinvested in 
the NHS. 

Failed 

“They have failed all of their 
targets, the four hour waiting 
time target has not been met for 
two years. 

“I think Harlow needs a new 
hospital. There needs to be a com¬ 
munity team set up for social 
care.” 

Mr Waite, a father-of-four who 
has lived in the town for 30 years, 
is a trade officer for Union of Shop 
Distributors and Allied Workers. 

Entering Westminster is not a 
lifelong dream. He said: “I had not 
thought of becoming an MP but I 
did some serious thinking and 
talked to my family. I think Har¬ 
low needs a local candidate.” 


Mr Waite, who voted Remain in 
the EU Referendum, slammed the 
Conservative Brexit negotiations 
and said he would fight for the 
best deal. 

However, he said the issue was 
not the most discussed on the 
doorstep and that housing, his 
third campaign pledge, was an 
important issue. 

On a visit to Harlow last month. 
Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn 
promised to build one million 
homes nationwide in five years. 

On his fourth pledge, educa¬ 
tion, Mr Waite said: “Tory policy 
seems to be one of grammar 
schools. I want to see a publically 
funded education system that is 
for everybody. 

“The government is talking 
about the recession being 
Labour’s fault,” he said on his 
fifth pledge, the economy. “But it 
was mainly due to the housing 
crisis in the US. 

“Austerity does not work. They 
have slowed growth and we need 
to restore this growth. 

“It’s about getting people better 
rates at work. A lot of people are 
upset about ‘immigration’ (in 
regards to work) but they are 
really upset their wages are being 
driven down.”

THE Green Party has announced 
Hannah Clare will be its general 
election candidate for Harlow. 

A Crowdfunding campaign 
was held to raise the £500 needed 
for her to stand in the vote on 
Thursday, June 8. 

Miss Clare, 24, has lived in 
Harlow for most of her life and 
hopes the party can build on the 


954 votes Murray Sackwild 
polled in the 2015 election. 

She said: “I am really pleased 
to have been selected as the 
Green Party candidate for my 
home town of Harlow, giving 
people the chance to vote for a 
candidate who stands up for 
people and planet. 

“My priorities in this 


campaign are protecting our 
health services from cuts, 
including Princess Alexandra 
Hospital, obtaining a better deal 
for Harlow’s commuters, who 
pay more per mile than 
anywhere else in the UK and 
securing a second referendum on 
the EU, once the final deal is on 
the table.”

The Tory said: “1 am extremely pleased for all the 
hard work put in. We fought a good battle.” 

The turnout figure in this ward of 28.6 per cent 
was slightly up from four years ago.

enter any candidates due to a clerical error. 

Conservatives Michael Hardware and Clive 
Souter took the two Harlow West seats from Labour 
pair Tony Durcan and Karen Clempner. 

Afterwards, Mr Durcan said: “1 am completely 
disappointed for myself and my family who have 
supported me, but also the real strong team we have 
assembled in Harlow. 

“We will move on. 1 am surprised. We put a lot of 
effort into these issues, it’s too early to say why but it 
is my understanding the Labour vote held up very 
strongly. 

“Of course we had the unique problem that Ukip 
failed to put any candidates in. 

Vote 

“If you look at where Ukip is coming from it may 
well explain why the Conservative vote went up.

TWO dealers, found with 246 
wraps of class A drugs hidden in 
their boxer shorts, have been 
jailed. 

The pair were stopped and 
searched in Staple Tye, Harlow, on 
Saturday, January 28 and were 
taken to Harlow Police Station. 

Marian Beresoane, 35, of 
Roman Road, Ilford, hid 90 wraps 
of crack cocaine in his pants and 
Robert-Marian Stanciu, 23, of 
Dunkeld Road, Dagenham, was 
found hiding 80 wraps of heroin 
and 69 wraps of crack cocaine in 
his boxers. 

Admitted 

Bersoane admitted two counts 
of possessing a Class A drug with 
intent to supply, driving whilst 
disqualified and without insur¬ 
ance. 

He was jailed for 32 months and 
given an 18-month driving ban. 

Stanciu pleaded guilty to two 


counts of possessing a Class A 
drug with intent to supply. He was 
also jailed for 32-months. 

Detective constable Jake Eth¬ 
eridge, of Essex Police’s Opera¬ 
tion Raptor unit, said: “The drugs 
concealed by both Beresoane and 
Stanciu were destined for the 
streets of our county, there can be 
no doubt about that. 

“But unfortunately for both 


men they underestimated how 
intent Essex Police is on both 
preventing illegal drugs from 
reaching our streets and locking 
up those involved in their sale and 
distribution. 

“Make no mistake, if you are 
involved in the illegal drugs trade 
just like Beresoane and Stanciu, it 
is only a matter of time before you 
can expect a visit from us.”

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Shopper rushed to hospital 
after blood pressure check 


Woman, 83, 
broke both 
ankles after 
town centre 
wheelie stunt

A MAN was rushed to hospital 
after a blood pressure check in a 
Harlow shopping centre gave 
potentially fatal results. 

Harlow Tye Rotary Club tested 
232 people in the Harvey Centre 
on Saturday April 22 and 12 per 
cent were advised to see their GP 
within the next week or month. 

The community group held the 
event with nurses from Rivers 
Hospital in Sawbridgeworth to 
raise awareness of the dangers of 
high blood pressure, in partner¬ 
ship with Stroke Association. 

Event organiser Chris Harriss, 
community secretary for Harlow 
Tye Rotary, said: “This guy came 
along and he was well built. 1 
asked if he would like a free blood 
pressure check. 

“He did not understand me. But 
he came over and we found out he 
was Bulgarian. 

“He did not speak English but 
he did speak Italian, which one of 
the nurses understood. 

“Later 1 heard one of the nurses 
and a Rotary member had taken 
him to Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital’s A&E. His blood pressure 
was sky high, up in the 200s, it was 


unbelievable. He came back later 
and will go to the hospital for 
more tests. 

“He was thankful.” 

“He could have had a heart 
attack or a stroke.” 

High blood pressure can lead to 
a stroke and can be prevented by a 
healthy lifestyle. Medication can 
also be prescribed. 

Mr Harriss has helped organise 
the blood pressure checks since 
2003. 

Bill Colton, senior vice pres¬ 
ident of Harlow Tye Rotary, added: 
“Rotary clubs across the country 
hold these Know Your Blood Pres¬ 
sure Days nationwide. 

Concerned 

“We advised more than ten per 
cent to visit their GP because of 
high blood pressure. It was the 
first time that anyone was taken 
to hospital and the nurses were 
really concerned.” 

Mr Colton said the group are 
not experts and he did not wish to 
speculate if the higher than aver¬ 
age number of people with high 
blood pressure suggested 
unhealthy lifestyles in Harlow 
were to blame. 

He added: “We went up to 
people and asked ‘do you know

A TEENAGER was attempting to 
do a wheelie on his bike when he 
ploughed into an 83-year-old 
woman on her way to play bingo 
and broke both her ankles. 

The 15-year-old boy, who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons, lost control of his bike 
and crashed into the pensioner 
in Harlow town centre on 
February 18 of this year. 

Chelmsford Youth Court heard 
on Friday April 28 how he had 
been attempting to pull the stunt 
on his bike when he lost control. 

Ran away 

Upon seeing the woman on the 
ground, he fled the scene after 
receiving verbal abuse from 
members of the public who had 
stopped to help. 

In a victim statement read out 
in court, the pensioner said she 
was “frustrated and angry,” and 
that she had “lost my freedom of 
movement, and can’t do 
anything for myself”. 

The boy, himself from Harlow, 
was given a referral order of 
nine months and ordered to pay 
£250 in compensation.

‘He knew every nook and comer of Harlow’

TRIBUTES have poured in to 
remember Harlow historian and 
active community member Ron 
Bill, who has died aged 84. 

The father-of-three, who lived 
in Mark Hall, Harlow, died on 
Tuesday April 18 in Basildon Hos¬ 
pital following a heart operation. 

Having settled in Harlow in 
1956, after marrying his wife 
Alice the year before, Mr Bill 
worked for the district council for 
many years and wrote several 
books. 

He is survived by his wife and 
their three children: Jackie, Rose¬ 
mary and Rodney, as well as three 
grandchildren. 

Stan Newens, former Harlow 
MR and lifelong friend, said: “He 
knew every nook and corner of 
Harlow, led walks, and recorded 
every detail of the town’s history. 


“As a new town enthusiast, he 
worked through the Labour Party 
and other organisations to lobby 
for The Playhouse, Harlow 
Museum, the Leah Manning 
Centre and other facilities to 
enhance the town. 

“He was also active for many 
years in the Co-operative move¬ 
ment and in film societies.” 

Articles 

In addition Mr Bill was a pro¬ 
lific letter writer to the Harlow 
Star and contributed to several 
articles. 

His books include: A Civic His¬ 
tory of Harlow 1955-85, Armorial 
Bearings in Harlow, Coming to 
Harlow: The Rentman Cometh 
and Harlow Recollections. 

Rev Dennis Nadin, a long-time 
friend, said: “He was Mr Harlow, 
he was a supporter for most of his 
life and he would always see good 
in the town. 


“He knew more about the his¬ 
tory of Harlow than anyone. We 
were meeting until right before he 
died. I saw him in hospital and he 
was just himself, the news was a 
great shock.” 

Robert Halfon, Harlow MR, said: 
“I was really sad to learn of the 
death of Ron Bill. 

“He was a truly great man of 
Harlow who dedicated his life to 
the wellbeing of the town. 

“I was touched when he asked 
me to do a speech at the launch of 
his book on the history of Harlow 
Council - it’s a must read for 
anyone who wants to understand 
our heritage. 

“Although we had very differ¬ 
ent politics, he is someone I really 
respected and learned a lot 
from.”

TEN years after a brain haem¬ 
orrhage left him unable to move, a 
former half-marathon runner 
ceremoniously walked one mile 
in Harlow town centre. 

David Chennells, 36, of Torkild- 
sen Way, Harlow, set off from 
Esquires Coffee House on Sat¬ 
urday, April 29. 

Flanked by family and friends, 
he walked his longest distance 
since the injury. 

It has taken years of rehab¬ 
ilitation for him to learn to walk 
and talk but he trained hard for 
the challenge and has raised more 
than £3,000 for the Brain and 
Spine Foundation. 

Catherine Ridge, 34, of Harlow, 
a friend who organised the event, 
said: “Before his brain injury, the 
former solicitor used to run half¬ 
marathons but it has taken years 
of rehabilitation just to relearn 
the basic skills of speaking and 
walking. 

“Now, almost ten years to the 
date later, David was determined 
to do something positive to mark 
this anniversary and his 36th 
birthday. 

“Over the past six months 
David has been using a tailored 


programme at Harlow Leis- 
urezone, attending physiotherapy 
at Mike Varney’s clinic and trying 
to complete a long walk each 
week.” 

A brain haemorrhage, also 
known as a subarachnoid haem¬ 
orrhage, is a type of stroke where 
a bleeding on the brain kills cells. 
It is a serious condition and can 
be fatal. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
has cerebral palsy, cheered Mr 
Chennells as the group walked 
around Broad Walk and Market 
Square. 

Mr Chennells, a volunteer with 


Harlow Citizens Advice, said 
afterwards: “Loads of people 
came to join the walk and I really 
wasn’t expecting so many. 

“I feel very proud to complete 
the challenge and I’m really grate¬ 
ful to everyone who donated and 
walked with me. 

“I’m shocked by how much 
money we’ve managed to raise in 
total.” 

Andrew Cater from the Brain 
and Spine Foundation said: “We 
congratulate David on his 
remarkable one-mile walk, we 
were very proud to be there on the 
day to show support. 


“We are extremely grateful for 
the incredible amount of money 
he has raised. With this amount, 
we are able to run our neuros¬ 
cience nurse-staffed helpline for 
12 days. 

“Anyone with any neurological 
problem, whether it is rare or 
common, is able to receive expert 
information and support via our 
helpline and David, through his 
fantastic fundraising efforts, has 
ensured continuity to this much- 
needed service.”

Pet project was 
funded instead 

IN the spring edition of the 
Council’s publication Harlow 
Times the leader of Harlow 
District Council said: “I am 
proud that once again the 
council’s budgets for 2017/18 will 
see no services closed or cut and 
in the Star I had previously 
asked: “Why then the increase in 
council tax and where will the 
money go?” 

Well I think he should now 
come clean and tell us, because, 
the Council is providing a multi¬ 
million pound loan to its new 
trading company HTS Ltd. 

How can his Council fund the 
doubling of the housing services 
work force? Tripling HTS Ltd 
work force over that of 
KierHarlow JVC? Dramatically 
increase the staff working in 
Contact Harlow? And still have a 
surplus of funds that he can lend 
to HTS Ltd.

Grant will save 
historic gem 

GIBBERD Garden continues to 
blossom with local support 

Trustees of a grade two listed 
garden gem, situated on the 
north eastern edge of Harlow, are 
delighted to receive a grant of 
£ 8 , 000 . 

The money was donated from 
the John and Wenna Marks 
Charitable Fund which is 
managed by the independent 
charitable trust, Essex 
Community Foundation (ECF). 

The Gibberd Garden is the 
creation of Sir Frederick 
Gibberd, an uncompromising 
modernist architect who was the 
master-planner of Harlow New 
Town. Sir Frederick bought the 
house and 15 acre site in 1957 as 
his home. He made alterations to 
the house and gradually created 


the garden over many years and 
until his death in 1984. Many 
sculptures were bought and 
commissioned for the garden as 
well as ceramic pots and 
architectural pieces. The garden 
is said to be one of the few 
outstanding examples of 20th 
Century garden design. 

Sir Frederick had wished that 
the garden be used for education 
and recreation in perpetuity and 
in 1995 the Gibberd Garden 
Trust was formed to preserve 
and develop the garden for 
public benefit. For more than 20 
years, a team of volunteers 
support the gardeners to 
maintain and preserve the area. 

Derek Hayes, a trustee and 
treasurer of the Gibberd Garden, 
said, “We are thrilled to receive 
this donation which will be used 
to maintain this cherished piece 
of Harlow history for future 
generations to enjoy.” 

Wenna Marks has lived in 
Harlow for 56 years and her late 
husband, John, was a trustee of 
the garden. Wenna, who is now a 
trustee said, “I am so pleased to 
be able to give help to the garden 
from our charitable fund with 
ECF. 

“I know how hard all of the 
supporters, gardeners and the 
volunteers work, to keep this a 
peaceful and beautiful place.” 

The Gibberd Garden is open 
from 2 to 6pm every Wednesday,

For the Parmesan 
straws (makes 18 ): 

200g/7oz ready-made, 
all-butter puff pastry 

1 medium free-range egg 
2tbsp finely chopped chives 
Stbsp finely grated Parmesan 
Itsp white sesame seeds 
Itsp black sesame seeds 

A pinch of paprika 
For the soup: 

800g/iy4lb asparagus (about 
50 spears) 

2 medium onions 
1 small leek 
2tbsp olive oil 
750ml/26floz chicken stock 
150ml/5floz creme fraiche 
Itbsp finely chopped chives 
Salts freshly ground black 
pepper 

For the garnish: 

The asparagus tips from the 
800g asparagus 
6 small new potatoes 
30g/loz butter 
A handful of fresh chervil 

METHOD 

1. Make the Parmesan 
straws. Roll out the pastry 
on a floured board to a 
size of 25cm (lOins) 
square and a thickness of 
3mm (yainch). Glaze all 
over with the egg and 
sprinkle with the chives, 
Parmesan, sesame seeds

and paprika. Chill for 10 
minutes in the refrigerator 
(this makes the pastry 
easier to cut) then, using a 
long-bladed knife, cut 18 
long points, then chill. 
Preheat oven to 190°C/ 
375°F and bake the straws 
for 12 to 15 minutes. 

2. Make the soup. Snap off 
and discard the tough, 
woody bottom section of 
the asparagus stalks. Cut 
off the tips to use for the 
garnish. Chop the 
remaining stalks into 1cm 
(y 2 in) sections. 

3. Peel and finely dice the 
onions, wash and finely 
chop the leek. Cook them 
slowly in the olive oil in a 
heavy-based pan over a 
low heat with a lid on, 
until the onion is 
translucent and the leek is 
very soft. Don't allow 
them to brown as this will 
spoil the soup's colour. 

4. Bring the chicken stock 
to the boil in another pan. 


Cook the asparagus tips 
in the stock for three to 
five minutes until 
tender, plunge into cold 
water, drain and put to 
one side. 

5. Dice the new potatoes, 
cook them in the stock 
until tender, drain and 
keep on one side. Once 
the onion and leek are 
soft, add the chicken stock 
and asparagus stems to 
the pan. Cook for 10 to 12 
minutes until the 
asparagus is tender. Don't 
overcook it or it becomes 
a very dull colour. 

6. Remove from the heat 
and cool before blending 
it to a smooth consistency 
using a liquidiser or a 
stick blender. 

7. To serve, reheat the 
soup thoroughly. Whisk in 
the creme fraiche and 
chives, add salt and 
pepper to taste. 

8. Meanwhile, reheat the 
asparagus tips and diced 
new potato in the butter. 

9. Pour the soup into 
pre-warmed cups or 
bowls and top with a 
spoon of diced potato, a 
few asparagus tips and a 
pretty sprig of chervil. 

10. Serve with a couple of 
Parmesan straws.

Wine Awards. It's a 
wild-ferment wine - 
fermentation begins via 
naturally occurring yeasts on the

The wine has been matured 
in French oak which delivers 
toasted notes alongside aromas 
of apple, lemon, with hints of 
fresh peach.

MISS SLOANE (15)

ON THE campaign 
trail, Republican 
presidential 
nominee Donald 
Trump promised to 
“drain the swamp” 
in Washington D.C. 
and restore integrity 
to American politics. 

The lead character 
of John Madden’s 
riveting political 
thriller is one of 
those egregious pond-dwellers. 

Portrayed to icy perfection by two-time Oscar 
nominee Jessica Chastain, inset, Elizabeth 
Sloane is a cut-throat lobbyist, who shrewdly 
anticipates her opponents’ moves and devises 
cunning counter-measures as she manipulates 
the hearts and minds of power players on 
Capitol Hill. 

A pill-popping insomniac with trump cards 
up her designer label sleeves, she’s a delicious 
anti-heroine for a modern age of 
appearance-driven politics - someone to 
secretly root for as she unapologetically wrecks 
lives in her relentless pursuit of glory. 

Like Glenn Close’s duplicitous Marquise de 
Merteuil in Dangerous Liaisons, Elizabeth is a 
self-made angel of destruction, who snarls at 
the supposed frailties of her sex. 

Eirst-time scriptwriter Jonathan Perera arms 
his crisply suited combatants with whip-smart 
dialogue for bruising verbal exchanges. 

Winning, at any price, favours the wilfully 
reckless. 

Elizabeth’s current firm of Cole Kravitz & 
Waterman, headed by George Dupont (Sam 
Waterston), implores her to lobby against the 
contentious Heaton-Harris bill, which is poised 
to go before Congress and proposes more 
rigorous background checks for firearm 
purchases. 

She refuses and defects to rivals Peterson 
Wyatt, run by Rodolfo Schmidt (Mark Strong), 
taking with her four ambitious juniors: Alex 
(Douglas Smith), Brian (Ennis Esmer), Eranklin 
(Noah Robbins) and Lauren (Grace Lynn 
Kung). 

Surprisingly, her personal assistant Jane 
(Alison Pill) refuses to bite the legal hand that 
feeds her and remains at Cole Kravitz & 
Waterman. 

“You are delusional if you think you can 
survive without me,” snarls Elizabeth. 

In modest, new surroundings, Elizabeth tests 
her reputation as a woman with a “gold medal 
in ethical limbo” by marshalling support for 
the bill. 

She personally selects Peterson Wyatt 
high-flyer Esme Manucharian (Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) as the campaign’s media 
figurehead. 

Elizabeth’s tactics reap rewards and, in 
retaliation, Dupont searches for evidence of 
illegal practices that will force his former 
golden girl to stand trial at a hearing chaired by 
Congressman Ron M Sperling (John Lithgow). 

Miss Sloane unfolds largely in flashback in 
order to conceal scriptwriter Perera’s sly 
plotting. 

Chastain is imperious, revealing tiny chinks 
in her character’s polished armour as she 
teeters precariously on the precipice of 
self-annihilation. 

Robust support from co-stars and more than 
one final reel surprise ensure we’re avid 
spectators to this modern-day hunger games of 
brazen one-upwomanship.

Alien resurrected 


ALIEN: COVENANT (15) 
★★★★★ 


I f Ridley Scott’s seminal 
1979 sci-fi horror Alien 
and the anthology it 
spawned teach us 
anything, it’s that in the 
inky void of space, everyone 
can hear your bloodcurdling 
screams. 

Alien: Covenant confirms 
another disheartening fact: 
every time the thrice 
Oscar-nominated director from 
South Shields revisits his 
beautifully stylised universe, he 
tarnishes the golden lustre of 
the original film. 

Set approximately 10 years 
after the humdrum events of 
2012 prequel Prometheus, this 
battle royale between 
humanity and cinema’s most 
perfect killing machine 
compounds artistic sins by 
hardwiring into our nostalgia 
for Scott’s other sci-fi 
masterpiece. Blade Runner. 

Do androids dream of 
electric sheep? No, they 
fantasise about something far 
grander here - gods and 
acid-blooded monsters - 
evidenced by a 
quasi-philosophical and 
ponderous prologue that 


loudly trumpets a central 
motif: creation. 

It’s a bitter irony, then, that 
Scott and his vast array of 
technical wizards spend the 
next two hours committing an 
act of plodding and ponderous 
recreation. 

Covenant labours in the 
shadow of earlier films and has 
been crudely bolted together 
by screenwriters John Logan 
and Dante Harper with 
derivative action set-pieces 
that give birth to a new hybrid 
of extraterrestrial nasty - the 
neomorph - with translucent 
milky skin and a gait more akin 
to humans. 

Or as one character pithily 


describes us: “a dying species, 
grasping for resurrection”. 

The action initially unfolds 
on the Weyland-Yutani 
Corporation vessel Covenant, 
which is bound for a remote 
planet with 15 crew and 2,000 
colonists in cryogenic stasis. 

Synthetic android Walter 
(Michael Eassbender) keeps 
watch until a neutrino burst 
from a star causes a 
“destructive event” that 
prematurely wakes the crew 
including devoutly religious 
first mate Christopher Oram 
(Billy Crudup) and his biologist 
wife Karine ((barmen Ejogo), 
chief pilot Tennessee (Danny 
McBride), head of security 


Lope (Demian Bichir) and the 
captain’s plucky wife, Daniels 
(Katherine Waterston). 

They stumble upon a distress 
signal containing a snippet of 
John Denver’s classic T^e Me 
Home, Country Roads, 
broadcast from a nearby planet 
that sensors reveal would make 
an idyllic new home. 

“It’s too good to be true,” 
warns Daniels as a landing 
party prepares to investigate. 

Alien: Covenant joins the 
dots to the original trilogy with 
strong echoes of Sigourney 
Weaver’s exploits as Ripley, 
meekly mimicked here by 
Waterston. 

Jump-out-of-your-seat scares 
have been eradicated from the 
picture’s DNA and the script’s 
sleight of hand is clumsy. 

In the year 2104, characters 
are evidently none the wiser 
about the tattered rules of 
surviving a horror film - don’t 
have sex, don’t wander off 
alone, don’t assume the killer 
is dead - and sign their death 
warrants with hilarious 
predictability. 

Before Scott nestles in the 
director’s chair for another 
instalment, he should take 
heed of Daniels’ doom-laden 
words: “It’s a monumental risk 
not worth taking.”

V ivien Leigh was an 
unknown English 
actress when she 
secured a part in the 
1939 classic Gone with 
the Wind, beating every 
leading lady in Hollywood 
to the role of Scarlett 
O'Hara. And she justified 
the casting by becoming 
the first British woman 
to win an Oscar for Best 
Actress. Scarlett's 
infidelity mirrored that of 
Leigh's real life; she stole

After their divorce,

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My trip to Holland has inspired me to 
be far bolder with colours in the future 


The Netherlands produces 
almost 2,000 different 
cultivars of tulips annually 




T his week I went to 

visit a world-famous 
flower show. While 
London hosts the 
most famous of all 
flower shows in a 
fortnight's time, 
Holland hosts an 
annual extravaganza which starts 
every year in March and flnishes the 
third week of May - just as the Chelsea 
Flower Show opens its doors. 

The place is Keukenhof, about a 
45-minute drive from Amsterdam, 
and it's mainly a celebration of a 
single species - the tulip. 

The Netherlands is the world's 
largest producer of tulip bulbs, 
providing an annual 4.2billion. 

Almost 2,000 different cultivars 
are cultivated commercially, and 
approximately 100 new cultivars are 
added annually. Keukenhof is a 
showcase for all of this. 

Now in its 68th year, the parkland is 
host to seven million spring flower 
bulbs with more than 800 varieties of 
tulips. Keukenhof, meaning kitchen 


garden, dates back to the 15th century 
when Countess Jacqueline of Bavaria 
used to gather fruit and veg from the 
surrounds for the kitchen of the castle. 
The castle gardens were redesigned in 
1857 in the English landscape style and 
this forms the basis of the park today. 

1 couldn't have picked a busier day 
to visit. It was a bank holiday week¬ 
end, the sun was shining and tens of 
thousands of others had the same 


idea. But with typical Dutch efficiency, 
everything from parking, to the quest 
for entry, waffles and coffee was easily 
negotiated. 

The park is a nice size for a day out. 
Rectangular in shape, and handy fold- 
out maps are freely available. The 
setting is picturesque... beautifully 
planned formal gardens leading to 
hilly landscaped zones (unusual in 
Holland), with water in the form of 


canals, streams and lakes everywhere. 

Central to proceedings is a huge 
exhibition and sales greenhouse 
called the Willem-Alexander (many of 
the destinations are named after 
members of the Royal Family). 

It was thronged with tourists 
admiring floral art demonstrations 
and people buying tulip memora¬ 
bilia. 

I rushed through, anxious to take in 
as many vistas and views as possible. 

Initially sceptical, I was soon 
overcome with the excitement of vast 
swathes of tulips of every kind set 
out in ordered beds or gently 
meandering rows. 

There are open areas, waterside 
landscapes, woodland vistas and 
arrangements of tulips made to look 
like a Mondrian painting. 

Critical mode went out of the 
window, lost to the overwhelming 
sensory experience - colours of every 
hue used singly or in intoxicating 
mixes. Floral scent hung heavily in the 
air but most of all it was the look of 
awe on visitors' faces and their smiles 


which remained the lasting 
impression. Every view is a "Kodak 
moment" - selfie sticks abound. 

So what can we learn from this? It's 
all about bold use of colour. This can 
be as simple as using one colour in a 
bold sweep or mixing up lots of 
colours to create a joyful cacophony. 

I loved the perfect curving lines of 
contrasting colours - like the wonder¬ 
ful orange fritillaries under-planted 
with deep purple tulips, the rows of 
zingy orange and white tulips, and the 
rivers of blue muscari alongside 
creamy white tulips. 

Equally beautiM was the scheme 
that used complementary colours 
blending happily in sequence - purple 
to deep pink to pale pink to red. 

The planners here love colour and 
they aren't afraid to have fun with it, 
creating exuberant, cheerful designs. 

I'm inspired and hope you are too 
for when you're planting up your 
borders for next spring's display.

P rogressive Korean car 
maker Kia has thrown 
a spanner in the works 
of the city car sector 
with the arrival here 
this month of their third 
generation Picanto which is all 
new, from top to bottom, and 
with looks that could kill. 

Here is a five-door small 
hatchback with an affordable, 
entry-level, one-litre, 
three-cylinder 66bhp petrol 
engine capable of clocking more 
than 60 mpg with a bright, airy 
and roomy cabin and backed up 
by a unique seven years/100,000 
mile warranty all for under 
£10,000. 

Based on a new platform with 


a longer wheelbase yet still the 
same length as last time out but 
with new suspension and 
steering set-up this new Picanto 
breaks new ground in the battle 
for city car sales. Whilst the 
frugal one-litre base model will 
suit the budget-conscious new 
car buying motorists there’s a 
choice of six other different trim 
levels powered by a 1.25-litre 
88bhp petrol engine and later 
this year a more sporty one-litre 
turbocharged version joining the 
range. 

It’s all about widening the 
Picanto appeal to younger 
buyers rather than its more 
traditional older, retiree type of 
owner and Kia and designer 
Peter Schreyer had this always 
in mind when creating the 
impressive new styling looks of 


this latest model. Only available 
as a five-door - the previous 
three-door has been dropped as 
sales were minimal - there’s also 
no diesel engine offered either 
because Kia admit they are 
dearer to buy and offer few 
advantages in terms of overall 
running costs. 

The key to this new Picanto 
though is its ease of driveability 
because it’s moved to the top of 
the table in terms of ride and 
handling and this is particularly 
the case with the entry-level 
one-litre which is so fun to drive 
- better than the 1.25-litre in my 
book - and is remarkably quiet 
and refined out on the open road. 

The light but positive and 
improved feeling steering is 
down to a new electric motor 
assisted steering set-up whilst 


with the suspension engineers 
have extended the length of the 
trailing arms on the rear coil 
springs which in turn has made 
a vast difference to the car’s 
handling and subsequently 
improved the overall ride. 

With a long wheelbase the 
cabin is more spacious with 
better head and leg room while 
the boot space has been 
increased to 255 litres and with 
the rear seats folded down this 
rises to 1,010 litres. Only minor 
hiccup here is that the rear seats 
don’t fold down fully flat as they 
did on the earlier model and 
there's no spare wheel either. 

Elsewhere inside the 
dashboard has been improved 
split into display and control 
areas while quite a natty aspect 
here are the vertical ventilation 


outlets at the other edges of the 
dashboard giving it an overall 
stronger and more aesthetic but 
more compact look. 

Obviously with the entry-level 
known as Picanto ‘1’ trim and 
equipment levels are fairly basic 
but suffice - all versions come 
with six airbags, electric 
windows, automatic headlights, 
tilt-adjust steering wheel, 
electronic stability control, hill 
start assist and all have really 
comfortable seats offering more 
all round lumbar support this 
time around. 

Driving the basic model is 
really fun with a decent enough 
five-speed manual gearbox that 
has a pleasant enough easy up 
and down movement - there is 
an automatic transmission 
offered in the shape of a 


four-speed torque converter 
offered only in some 1.25-litre 
models but the manual box is 
much better for driving. 

There are nine different 
versions of this new Picanto 
with five trim levels badged ‘1’, 
‘2’, ‘3’, GT-Line and GT-Line S 
with prices ranging from £9,450 
for that entry-level through to 
£13,950 so again Kia setting out 
their stall to attract those 
younger buyers which has not 
always been the case with the 
Picanto. 

This Picanto is certainly a 
breath of fresh air in what is 
called the city car sector and it 
beats the majority of its current 
rivals all round for value for 
money, driveability and 
impressive levels of equipment.
